CANADIAN ARMY OVERSEAS INTERNAL SECURITY INSTRUCTIONS 



1. Internal Security Cases 

Any effort made by a member of our armed forces, or by civilians, to undermine the 
LOYALTY, MORALE or DISCIPLINE of the forces constitutes the basis of an Internal Security 
(IS) Case. Every C.O. recognizes his responsibility in such cases and the Internal Security 
System exists to assist him with the delicate problems which they present. 



2. Origin of IS Case 

Soldiers who belong to Communist, Fascist, Pro-Nazi or Pacifist organizations may attempt 
subversive activities with the objects outlined above.- Others, merely discontented, may be 
suspected of such activities. It is important that care be taken in identifying such cases and in 
reporting them. 



3. • Reporting of IS Cases 



Immediately a soldier is suspected by his C.O. of being engaged in subversive activities a 
brief report of the circumstances should be sent direct to G.S. 1(b) by hand of officer or by 
registered army post. Comds of higher formations should be kept verbally informed if the 
circumstances warrant. 

The following points should be given consideration in the handling of all IS cases and in 
the submission of reports. 

(a) Secrecy . — It is essential for the healthy morale of units and the safeguarding of innocent- 
men who may come under suspicion that : — 

(i) Knowledge of such suspicions should be limited to those few who knov or must 
be informed of them. 

(ii) No man under observation or being reported on should ever become aware of it, 
or of any circumstances connected therewith. 

(iii) Only Senior Regimental Officers, or Junior Officers as circumstances require them 
to be consulted, should know of the existence of the Internal Security System. 

(b) Political Views . — The army is not concerned with the Political Views of its officers and 

O.Rs. so long as the latter do not engage in activities contrary to K.R. (Can.) (paras. 
428 and 429).
